Coal and the Balance of Trade. 

Canada burned 38 million tons 
of coal in 1920. Of this amount shea 
produced 17 million tons and im- 
ported 21 million. It is a fair eal- 
culation that the 21 million tons 
imported cost an average of $10 a 
ton at the boundary, or a-total of 
210 million collars. This enormous 
purchase of coal from the United 
States helps to swing the balance 
of trade so heavily against us and 
depresses our rate of exchange 
The 17 million tons we produced 
was worth 170 millions dollars in 
helping the balance of trade and 
the rate of exchange. Of the total 
17 million toms produeed by Can- 
ada, Alberta produced nearly 7 
million tons; an increase of two 
million tons over 1919. making Al. 
berta the largest coal producer of 
all the Dominion. 

Alberta is said to contain one- 
fourteenth of the eoal supply of the 
world, How is it then that Alberta 
in 1920 only produced one-sixth of 
the coal requirements of Canada? 
That is the question to be answer 
ed—the problem to be solved. The 
capital and labor, the enterprise 
and industry, that cause Alberts 
mines to produce coal are engaged 
in solving that problem by prae 
tical means. 


Alberta Helps to Adjust Balance. 

Coal is heat and power, in con 
densed and transportable form. 
The coal produetion of Alberta 
must keep step with the growth of 
the country, or that growth will 


be seriously retarded. Alberta’s 
coal production inereased by two 
milion tons last year, and still, 
more than two million tons of coal 
came from Pennsylvania for con- 
sumption west of the lakes; in the 
field that Alberta mines are best 
situated to supply. Two million 
tons of Pennsylvania coal at the 
head of the lakes meant approxim- 
ately 20 million dollars on the 
wrong side of the balanee of trade 
and rate of exchange. Had that 
coal been produced from Alberta 
mines Canada’s balance of trade 
and the rate of exchange would 
have been bettered to that extent. 
Every citizen of Canada is inter- 
ested in the inereased produetion 
of Alberta coal mines: but espe- 
cially so are the citizens of Alber- 
to. The coal industry of Alberta 
ranks next to agriculture in pres- 
ent and future importance. But 
coal production like wheat  pro- 
dnetion depends on the ability to 
compete in priee and qnality with 
prodnetion elsewhere, both local 
and foreign. 


Why Alberta Coal Differs in 
Quality: 

The coal fields of Alberta lie 
along the base of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. The western limit of the 
coal fields extends into the moun- 
tains. The easterly limit is far 
out on the plains. The coal is of 
the same basie composition 
throughout, but the upheaval of 
the mountains has subjected the 
seams located there to greater 
pressure, and thereby given the 
coal certain qualities differing 
from those of the seams which, 
Iming undisturbed on the prairies, 
have not been subjected to such 
severe pressure. 

Broadly speaking mountain coal 
is railway coal. Prairie coal is 
domestic coal. Foothill coal is be- 
tween the two and is used both 
for railway and domestic pur- 
poses, but finds its best demand in 
stationery steam plants, 


Three Groups of Alberta Coal 
Fields. 


Railway connections and other 
conditions naturally group the 
coal mines of Alberta into three 
fields Lethbridge, Taber and 
Crow’s Nest are the most souther 
ly field. and the one that has been 


worked longest and most exten 
sively Drumheller Canmore, 
Bankhead and rdegg, consti- 


tute the central field. Edmonton, 
ineluding the mountain and foot 
hill mines on the G.T.P. and CN. 
R. west, is the most northerly 
field, 

The Edmonton field is spread 
over a much greater area than 
either of the more southerly fields

and therefore has a larger number 
of mines and a wider variety of 
mining conditions. It is divided 
into three sections. The pratie, the 
foothills and the mountains, The 
prairie section produces domestic 
coal, the foothills steam coal, and 
the mountains railway coal. Moun. 


tain coal is classed as bitumenous, 
foothill coal as semi-bitumenous, 
and prairie coal as sub-bitumen- 
ous 


Edmonton Domestic Coal Field. 


The area of the Edmonton do- 
mestic coal field as it is now be- 
ing worked extends from Tofield, 
forty-miles east of Edmonton on 
the G.T.P. to Evansburg, 66 miles 
west on the same line, and from 
Battle river, 60 miles south, to 
Cardiff, 25 miles north of Edmon- 
ton, Within that area are 37 oper- 
ating coal mines; but some of 
them have only a very small out 
put. The larger mines outside the 
city have rail connection, and ship 
by rail both to the city and to out- 
side points. There are several 
mines within the city limits that 
only sell to the city, delivering by 
team to the customer direct from 
the mine 

The mines within the city are: 
Dawson, and Twin City on the 
south side, and the Standard, 
Chinook, Crown and Reid & Brown 
on the north side 

In the Clover Bar group, north 
side, are included: Humberstone, 
Clover Bar, Bush, and Beverley 
mines. And on the south side: 


Great West, or Black Diamond, 
FYaser-MeKay, Marcus, Ottewell, 


and Keith & Fulton. Most of the 
Clover Bar group ship by rail and 
team to the city, and to outside 


points by rail as well. The road 
distance from Edmenton post of- 


fice is from six to twelve miles. 
Railway connection is by G.T.P. 

Tie Cardiff group includes the 
Alberta, Banner and _ Cardiff, 
These mines are 24 miles north of 
the city. Railway connection is by 
CN. 

The Namao group includes: 
Sturgeon Valley Coal Co., Namao 
Collieries and Kelly Coal Go, Rail- 
way connection ‘is with Dunvegan 
and Waterways railways.

| 
Men Emp!oyed and Coal Shipped. 


The number of men employed in 
the Edmonton domestic coal field 
in December last was 1,800, Dur- 
ing the year these mines produced 
990,000 tons of coal, or one-third 
of the domestic and nearly one- 
sixth of the total production of 
Alberta mines of all kinds. 

Of the 920,000 tons mined, Sas 
katchewan points took 105,000 
tons, Manitoba 51,000 tons, On- 
tario 363 tons and British Colum 
bia 16,000 tons. Total 172,000 tons 
or nearly one-fifth of the whole 
The remainder of the output was 
consumed in Alberta. 


In the Competitve Field. 


The fact that the Edmonton 
lomestic field is able to ship into 
Manitoba and British Columbia, 


meeting competition both from 
Pennsylvania and from the south. 
ern Alberta fields in the east, and 
from the Nanaimo mines in the 
west, is evidence as to the fuel 
value of Edmonton domestic coal

itoba and British Columbia shows 
that it can compete it also shows

Edmonton Coal Not Lignite 


The foregoing are no doubt cor 
rect descriptions of Jignite. Near 
ly a million tons of Kdmonton 
domestie coal was mined and 
burned last year. It is within ti 
knowledge conveyed by eyesiyht 
and experience of the thousands 
of its users that these deseriptions 
do not apply to Edmonton domes 
tic coal. Tt is not brown in color; 
it isnotof woody texture; it does 
not give ont more smoke than 
other coal, it makes a strong h« 
and does not give out any unpleas 
ant odor when burning. And yet 
the name ‘‘lignite’’ attached to 
Alberta domestic coal conveys the 
idea to the consumer that it has 
all the objectionable qualities as- 
eribed to lignite by all the scien 
tific authorities available to him 
This natural prejudice can only be 
overcome by actual experiment 
That it is being overcome, the 
large production of Atberta do 
mestie coal clearly proves. fut 
that production could and would 
be largely increased, to the exclu 
sion of Pennsylvania coal, if thi 
consuming public knew that Al 
berta domestic coal was ‘coal,’ 
as it is, and not ‘‘lignite,’’ as they 
believe it to be 


Geological Teaching Should Be 
Adjusted to Facts 

Just how it came that the scien 
tists of Canada called Alberta ( 
mestic coal lignite is worthy of 
mention, Geology says that coal 
belongs to the carboniferous fo 
mation. The formation of Alberta 
is the cretaceous and not the cat 
boniferous Therefore the geolog 
cal sharps at Ottawa gave out the 
statement that there could no! 
coal in Alberta, When coa) began 
to be produced, in order to justify 
their position, they said it was not 
coal-~because it could not be—and 
that it must be lignite. So they 
ealled it ‘‘lignite;’’ and the name 
has stuck, to the vast detriment 
of Canada and of the coal mining 
industry of AMberta.

Analysis of Domestic and 
Railway Coal. 


While there are minor diffe: 
ences in the chemical constituents 
f coal found in different seams 
and ip different sections of tha 
country, the main difference be- 
tween the domestic coal of the 
plains and the railway coal of tha 
mountains, is in the higher moi 

ture and lower carbon content of 
the prairie coals.

Domestic and Railway Coal Do 
Not Compete 

The four railway coal mines in 
the mountains west of Edmonton 
poduced nearly half a million tons 
of coal last vear. Of that amount 
less than 100,000 tags was sold for 
other than railway purposes. Oh. 
viously the bitumenous mines of 
the mountains and the sub bitum 
enous mines of the plains do no 
compete in the same field The do 
mestie eoal mines do not sell to 
the railways and the railway coal 
vines do ngt sell to any eons 
able amount in the domestic mar 
ket. Other considerations than 
the amount of carbon content in 
the eoal enter into its use as fue! 
If it were not so, anthracite, which

Inder these conditions a glowme 
mass of coa! radiates heat without 
waste going up the chimney, and 
there is no formation of clinkers 
A large fire box will hold a larger 
mass of live coals and therefore ca 
diate greater hea with leas fue 
consumption than a smaller one 
In bitterly cold weather a furnace 
with « small fire box wiil have 
to be fed more frequently than a 
large one and with a stronge 
draft there will be a greater wast: 
of beat. The large fire box is the 
secret of success in the ceonomical
